H. C. Hotaling followed a differ- 
ent line, and today he is famous 
as secretary of the National Edi- 
torial Association, with heatquart- 
ers at St. Paul ‘The other day I 
met Mr. Hotaling and in speaking 
of Judge Crane, he said: “In my 
travels throughout ‘the United 
States I meet amd become well 
acquainted with hundreds of men, 
and I have formed many friend- 
ships that are very dear to me, 
but of all the friends that 1 have 
I always have felt that Geo. Crane 
is my dearest frieidi. . ‘ie 

“Back in the old home state in 
those early days we ‘became 
friends, and when Mr. and Mrs. 
Crane came to California I went 
to the train with them. Although 
I returned home firm im the opin- 
jon that it would be the last time 
1 would see my friend alive, he 
regained his health and whenever 
1 come this way I make it a point 
to see him. 

“If you folks in Upland knew 
George Crane as I know. Him, you 
would appreciate him the more, 
and even those he has to fime in 
his capacity as Judge, would ‘have 
the highest regard for him.” 

This is the testimony of a 
friend for one of our citizens, and 

ft is given here to indicate that 

no matter what honors are con- 
ferred on a man as he journeys 
through life, the friendships of his 
earlier years remain the dearest 
to him.

CORNERSTONE OPENING 
PLAN IS ABANDONED 





Accepting the San- Bernar- 
dino Sun’s story of June Ist, 
1898, of the riflmg of the con- 
tents of the old courthouse 
cornerstone as the authentic 
record of the event, the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday  re- 
scinded its order that ‘the stone 

excavated. 

The article definitely ended 
the dispute as to whether the 
historical documents and arti- 
cles placed in the stone on 
Nov. 12, 1874, were still in the 
cornerstone. 

-It had been suggested, and 
the supervisors approved, that 
the zinc box in whieh ‘the doe- 
uments and articles—one was 
a quart of rye whiskey—were 
placed when San Bernardino’s 
first Courthouse was erected be 
removed and the contents plac- 
ed in the cornerstone of ‘the 
new courthouse under con- 
struction -at Third street and

Arrowhead avenue. This pro- 
posal brought opinions from 
pioneers and- historians — that 


the cornerstone no longer holds 
its treasure, as but a few pio- 
neers recalled the rfling of the 
stone’s box. 

In the Sun’s files was found 
an ctarelishmrdfirdlmfwypwy 
an.article listing the contents 
of the box and reviewing the 
vandalism. The stone was un- 
covered and its box removed 


itwo or three years before the 


discovery of the ‘theft on May 
31, 1898, 

When the old courthouse is 
torn down the tsone will be 
removed, and it is probable it 
will be preserved for its his- 
torical value. 





COUNTY MAKES 
MONEY ON TAX 





With $3,046,530.62 on hand, 
San Bernardino County reach- 
ed its peak in wealth Jan. !, 
1926, according to a report by 
Treasurer M. W. H. Willams, 
issued Saturday. 

An inerease of nearly $1,- 
000,000 in funds is shown on 
Jan. 1 over the financial state- 
ment of June 1, 1925, when 
there was $2,065,831.52 on 
hand. The gain represents in 
part the payment of delin- 
quent ‘taxes. A total of $173,- 
714.05 was collected in  as- 
sessments, $2,172,821.46 in tax- 


es for the first half of 1925-26 
and $126,658.24 in tax _ re- 
demptions. 


That the money of the coun- 
ty is all earning interest and is 
not lying idle is shown by the 
fact that all. but just enough 
to carry the treasurer’s office 
through one week is kept out 
on interest. Some at fairly 
high rates of interest, the rest 
is on call and draws but very 
little interest. 

San Bernardino County is 
also the richest county in 
earnings, as shown at the con- 
ference of county treasurers 
held not very long ago. A 
check was made of all counties 
this size and larger, in wealth, 
and it was found that San 
Bernardino county has over 1 
per cent more earning power 
than any of the others.

This exhibit will be entered by 
the Citrus Experiment Station of 
the University of California at 
Riverside. It will be found in the 
department of citrus education. 
This department, which is of pure 
jy an. educational nature. will be 
found in larger quarters this year, 
aking up the entire south balcony. 
A small display of varied kinds 
of citrus fruit has been shown in 
past years by the experiment sta- 
tion,. but efforts are being made 
this year to have the exhibit com- 
plete in its novel field.
